Israel will have no part of negotiations to reopen the Suez Canal 
unless and until the U.S. ‘pledges to renew the shipment of Phantom 
aircraft and to serap the Rogers six-point plan as a basis for talks, 
anthoritaiive sources in Jerosalem reiterated yesterday.

Explosion damages Nato’s 


new centre 


near Lisbon . 


LISBON (UPI). —- A bomb exploded yesterday in the North Atlantic, 
Treaty Organization's brand-new nerve centre of operations at Oeiras 
on the coast 20 kms. west of Lisbon, a Nato Command spokesman said! 


The bomb had been in the

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Sadat doesn’t Bobby Fischer sweeps s through 
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to crack at world chess title 


By SEMON MULLEE 
BUENOS AIRES (Reuter). — 
Us. Grandmaster Bobby Fischer 
on Tuesday night clinched his 
i2-game series against Pe- 
trosian of the Soviet Union to earn 
himself a tilt at the world chess 
title held by another Russian, Boris 
Spassky. 

Wild cheering rose from the 
tightly packed crowd at the plush 
San Marino Theatre here when Pe- 
trosian, a former world champion, 
conceded defeat to Fischer at 
Move 46 in the ninth game of the 
series, 

The win gave the 28-year-old 
American a victory lead of six- 
and-a-half points to two-and-a-half, 
and was his fourth consecutive win 
in the series. 

A five-minute chant of "Bobby, 
Bobby” filled the theatre, while po- 
lice and guards struggled vainly to 
prevent chess fans from jumping 
on to the stage to embrace both 
grandmasters. 

The lanky Fischer, blushing and 
nervous, nodded imperceptibly to 
the thunderous applause, but his 
eyes searched for 8. way of escape. 
The 42-year-old Petrosian, who had 
fought gallantly against the young- 
er man, graciously moved forward 
and bowed to the audience. 

Five minutes later, Fischer ma- 
naged to sneak out of the theatre 
through a ‘backstage door, accom- 
panied by his close friend, Argen- 
tine chessmaster Miguel Angel 
Quinteros.

Speculation that 
Nixon's strategy was goveraed by 
electioneering had to be revised. It 
is now obvious that the American 
economy has embarked pon a new 
course, still uncharted, but differ- 
ent from the old one. 

Departing from: American tradi- 
tion, and in particular from the 
Republican Party philosophy, public 
contro] bas been extended to aimost 
the entire field of incomes. Wages, 
prices, interest rates, service fees 
are no longer free to move — at 
Jeast not to be increased — without 
approval by the Administration.

. ‘The controls do not apply to 
profits, but must affect them in-

Mr, Shahal started his public 
career working with the oriental 
communities in Haifa’s Wadi Salib. 
He is married and the father of 
four children. 

Rabbi Yehuda Meir Abramovitz of 
Tel Aviv was installed in the Agudat 
Israel seat left vacant by the death 
of the late Rabbi Yitzhak Meir 
Levin. - 

Rabbi Abramovitz, 58, hails from 
rabun, Scans, and settled here re 
‘‘ai- leading functionary 
Agudat Isrdél, he entered the Tel 
Aviv City Council in 1950, serving 
as Deputy Mayor since 1955 (he 
was elected four successive times). 
In pre-State days, he served on 
the Hagana’s Religious Council, and

‘Cure worse 


than disease’

The Ministry of Communications 
applied 8. cure to the postmen’s 
sanctions in Jerusalem that has 
proved to be as bad as the disease. 
The result is that, despfte the fact 
that the month-old strike ended two 


| weeks ago, there are areas in the 


city which are worse off than ever 
before. 

One of the moves made by the 
Ministry in an effort to break the 
strike was to fire 16 temporary 
workers. It-had been expected that 
they would return to work when 
the strike ended. However, only six 
of them did so, and ‘hence the post 
office in Jerusalem is short of 10 ex- 
perienced postal delivery men. The 
relatively low salaries paid postal 
workers make recruitment difficult, 
Officials say. 

A number of postal areas in the 
city bave been getting deliveries only 
-once or twice a week since the 
strike. The areas affected are Ramat 
Eshkol and parts of Katamon, Tal- 
Piot, Mekor Baruch and Kiryat 
‘Bayovel. 

The Jerusalem Postmaster, Mr. 
Avraham Bachar, explained yes- 
terday that the problem is being 
solved in the Ramat Eshkol area by 
transferring distribution to the 
Herod's Gate Post Office (East 
Jerusalem). This means that Arab 

postmen will deliver the mail in 
Ramat Eshkol. He said that, once 
‘these men are trained, he expects 
the service there to be better than 
it ever was, Arab postmen are also 
being taken on for deliveries in 
other parts of the city. .. 

But Mr. Bachar reports that the 
backlog of mail which piled up 
during 'the strike has been overcome 
in all departments except that of 
printed matter. “I expect that we 
‘will have cleared this backlog with- 
in another week,” ‘he said.

More price

TEL AVIv. — The vice-chainman 
of the Israel Merchants Association, 
Mr. Moshe Perluk, told The Jeruaa- 
lem Post yesterday that the prices 
of some import goods may have to 
be hiked soon, “due to the direct 
influence of the Ministry of Com- 
merce and Industry." 

‘Mr. Perluk complained that the 
Ministry had already rescinded some 
agreements whereby suppliens who 
sold imported goods which they had 
on stock at the old (predevaluation) 
prices did not have to pay the addi- 
tional higher duty on those goods. 


“Many ‘businessmen declared all the. 


suppHes they had on stock and did 
not raise the prices. Now the ag- 

reement has been made void for 
lumber importers, and prices have 
already risen, thus affecting the 
prices of various manufactured pro- 
ducts including furniture,” Mr. Per- 
luk said. In the last few days tex- 
tite importers and electrical ap- 
pliance importers were also inform- 
ed that they wouki have to pay 
addtional duty on old stock which 
had been selling at pre-devaluation 
rices. 

“Shoe importers are next in Hne, 
and this will of course raise prices. 
With less competition, local produc- 
ers will also be more likely to hike 
their prices," Mr. Perluk said.

HAIFA. — Zim's security officers 
were yesterday reprimanded by the 
firm's general manager for Tues- 
day's “alertness drill” in the Zim 
building, which resulted in a gen- 
era] panic.

Merchants blame Gov't 
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Israeli students back 
‘Establishment all the way

TEL AVIV. ~— Yn sharp contrast τὸ 
his hip counterparts ‘the world over, 
the Israeli student generally gives 
overwhelming approval to the aca- 
demic and political establishments 
in the country. 

This conclusion emerges from a 
survey conducted by Tel Aviv 
University’s Dr. Rina Shapira and 
her assistants. Their ‘were 
read yesterday to social scientists 
trom around the world taking part 
in ‘the Univeraity-sponsored Sympo- 
sium on Youth Unrest, which closed 
at the Accadia Hotel in Herzliya 
last night. 

From the report it appears that 
nonconformity is hardly the dis- 

characteristic of the 
Israeli student. The majority of col- 
Jege seniors and graduates question- 
ed by the research teams expressed 
high regard for their school Of those 


whose opinions were not 50 fa- 
vourable, only two per cent Rud ex- 
treme complaints. Others were 
moderate in their dissatisfaction 
and di not evince any real “anti- 
Establishment tendencies.” 

‘Last-year students and graduates 
also turned out to be rather von- 
formist politically. The majority ap- 
proved of present Government 
policy, of the political situation and 
of the political system in general. 
They did not demand changes in 
the form of Government. Among 
those who did express dissatisfac- 
tion, only a very tiny ‘minority 
wolced extreme opinions. 

The researchers report that they 
found no tendency among the stu- 
dent population to engage in re- 
dbelious political activity. No less 
than 82 per cent of the students 
clearly came out against the sort of 
political activity in which students 
in other countries engage. 


Capital contracts for 
50% more water

Jerusalem's water needs are grow- 
ing at the rate of 12.5 per cent 
annually. In order to meet this de- 
mand the Municipality yesterday 
signed a 10-year agreement with 
Mekorot for the supply of 10m. 
eubic metres of water per year to 
be provided over the coming decade. 
This ts in addition to the 20m. cubic 
metres already supplied every year 
to the city. The City will pay for 
the water over a period of 10 
years at the rate of D1 per cubic 
metre. 

‘The Mekorot spokesman, Mr. 
Mordechai Ya'acobovitz, who an- 
nounced this at a press conference 
in Jerusalem yesterday, revealed

the current supply as being ade- 
quate till 1980. However, the deve- 
lopment of the town, the growth of 
tourism, and the generally rising 
standard of living have combined to 
push up needs much faster. 

The city gets 40 per cent of its 
water from local wells, mostly 
around Hin Karem, and the re- 
maining 60 per cent from wells 
located on the Costal Plain. Most 
of the additional 10m. cubic metres 
will come from the Plain, he noted.

Mr. Godik, for his part, said 
he had brought in policemen — to 
keep order outside the building.

Asher C°ttee for 
overtime rebate 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The Asher Committee on Tax Re- 
form yesterday recommended that 
the flat rate tax on over- 
time earnings be abolished. 


Instead, it proposes a 10 per 
cent tax credit. Thus, @ person ear- 
ning IL200 from overtime work 
would pay full income tax — but 
on 1.180. 


A&A Treasury spokesman pointed 
out that as the special rate is now 
35 per cent, any worker whose 
marginal income tex 19 no higher 
than 35 per cent (that is, earns up 
to IL900 per month, approximately) 
wilt benefit from this recommen- 
dation. He will pay less taxes on 
his overtime earnings than he does 
at present. 


This method of computing’ the 
tax was proposed by Professor El- 
tan Berglas, and recelved the sup- 
port of the Histadrut representa- 
tlves on the Committee.
